The Reader is here to be advertiſed, that he miſtake not ; He muſt in- 
quire what went before, what was eaten, and if a ſuſpe&ted Witch was 
offended : Secondly, He muſt confider whether ſuch might not be ge- 
ne:ated in the Body : Thirdly, He muſt ſee how many ſuch range things 
they vomit or egeſt ; none vomited all the aforeſaid things, and all vo- 
mited ſome of them ; commonly they vomited three or four kinds ; one 
vomited Glaſs, Nails, and Mair together ; another vomited often Gob= 
bets of Fleſh, Braſs Pins, with. Wax and Hair folded up together, and 

crooked Nails, - Gueſs at the reſt, by. theſe. 

Same died, and cold'not get up nor down theſe things ; as Alexander 
Benedittus (hews ;:ſome were opened, as Ulricus Newſeſſer; as Johannes 
Langins, and Vierus aftum ; there were found in his Stomach four Iron 
Knives, partly ſharp, and partly like Saws, long and ſmooth pieces of 
Wood, ſuch as poſſibly could net be ſwallowed or-vomited forth ; rwo 
rough Iron Tools, each a ſpan log, and: a. bundle of Hair : If Ulcers, 
Bolles, or Apoſtems, have.in'ther any of theſe pfeternatural things that 
were never ſwallowed, if :other things correſpond therewith, ſuſpe&

IT, Strange and wonderfnl Convulfions, indomitable and inexpreſſi- 
ble Torments, with other things preceding, or ſupervening, gives ſuſpi- 
cion of Witchcraft : One Judith, a religious Maid, was bewitched, as 
Vierw, Lib.z. Cap.13. relates; Her Jaws were contorted, and clave 
together, and ſometimes her Gullet, that ſhe could not ſwallow, and 
ſometimes her Tongue was ſo convultſced that ſhe could not ſpeak. 

- Aconvulfion of the whole Body by intervals, ſhaking of the Head, 
pains in all the Joynts and Limbs moſt vehement, Roppings of the Ears, 
blaring out of the Tongue, with hideous clamours adjoyned, with noiſe 
therein, like barking of Dogs, ſupervened with vomiting of Cheſnurs, 
Balls of Hair, large pieces of raw Flefh, and Bones, or like to this, 
which Jacobus Seildelins in his Obſervations experienced, you may be ſure 
there is Faſcination. 

Whoſoever after long and violent pains vomits or ejeRs things pre- 
ternatural to be bred in the Body, or unlikely to be received thereinto, 
fuſpe& Witchcraft. 

HHH. If the Sick complaineth of ſuch a Woman or Man ſuſpe&ed for 
. a Witch, and ſaith, There be (or ſhe ) lands ; or, Now be (or foe ) comes, 
though no Body elſe ſee any thing ; for ſuch is the power and cunning of 
the Devil, and conſequently of his Agents (as Bodzme, Vierw, Grillan- 
dus, Remigins, Peter de Loter, now rendered in Engliſh, and Others, do 
demonſtrate) that ſome may ſee a Spirit, others 1n the ſame Room, at 
the ſame time, ſhall not ; and ſome that had very good skill in Magick 
would undertake by the Phyfhognomy to tell who ſhould ſee Vifions of 
Spirits, or Angels, which are onely diſtinguiſhed from other Spirits by 
their Office ; for oyye\os cones from ayyMn,to declare,or be ſent on a 
Meſſage ; ſo that one Spirit may be an Angel at one time, and another 
at another ; alſo they will undertake to diſcover who ſhall never ſee Ap 
paritions, though they be inthe Room with others that ſee them : If as 
ſoon as the ſick Party cryeth out of ſuch a one, like a Mouſe, or Fly, or 
any other Creature, entereth into the Mouth, or goeth to the Body of the 
Sick, Which ſometimes onely the Sick ſeeth, and the Sick-ix raiſed, and 
hoven up in his Body, and Breſt moves high and laboriouſly, and ſome- 
what ſeems to riſe up to ſuffocate him,with ot without, the noiſe of Dogs 
barking, Cats mewing, Hogs grunting, Cows lowing, or their like, heard 
in him ; for theſe are more common to one peculiarly poſſefled of the 
Devil, as alſo is the long lying in a trance thereupon, as if the party was 
dead, and then with leaping and raving the fit may go off ; Judge this

Theſe things I have gathered from information of our own Countrey 
People as well as Authors. | 

IV. A fourth ſign of Witchcraft is, if the kick Propheſy, and foretel 
truly things that afterward come to paſs, and ſpeak beyond the courſe 
of Nature (Gods Law, beyond which no man'lawfully can go) things 
they never heard, felt, ſaw, or nnderftood, and Languages they never 
learned ; as divers chiefly in ſome ſickneſs that have ſpoke Latin that 
they never learned, or other Nations Tongues they never were taught, 
and afterward, for the moſt part, they forget all again, if with theſe, or 
. without theſe, for there is difference in all ; the Sick fly, or run up the 
Walls with their Feet uppermoſt, or leap from one place to another, - 
Rrongly and fiercely, at a great diſtance : Be ſure it 18-not naturally ; 
. if not naturally, precernaturally; if preternaturally, either by God ar 
the Devil ; if of the Devil, they tend to advance his Intereſt or King-. 
dom, and (6 do theſe Practices. 

I, That ſeveral have. ſpoke Rtrange Tongues they never learned, 
we ſhall endeavour to ſatisfie the Reader, and alſo that ſome Pro-

The Boy of Northwich twelve years old, that Mr. Braen, a pious man, 
of Bruen Stapleford, recorded, would fly from Bed to Table, and from 
Table to Windoy, at a great diſtance, and-yet his legs grown up to his

The carrying of Mr. $S:/k, from his Companion, Mr, Harſball,in the 
Fens, on his Horſe backin the Air diverſe miles, till he lighted into 


Sr. Olzver Cromwels Yard, leaping over one wall, and then another, 


leaving here a Glove, and there another, and elſewhere his Hat, could 
be no Deluſion, - I had it from a ſober Centleman, who took it from 
their mouths. - Doubtleſs ſome Witc!. did it.

D1iFFERENCE. 

Now here it remains that we make DiſtinCion, if any is to be made, 
betwixt the obſefled or poſleſied with evil Spizits, and the bewitched 
by Ceremomes. : 

Betwixt the extream of Greatneſs in one, and the extream of Smal- 
neſs in the other, there 13 little difference, even in all-other Diſeaſes ; 
alſo betwixt ſome kind of Obſeſhon, and ſome kind of Incantation is 
leſs difference, . then-betwixt ſome Obſefftan and other Obſeſſion, or 
berwixt ſome-Incantation or Witchcraft, and other Incantation ; bur 
the Cauſes betwixt Poſſefiion and Bewitching, do commonly clearly 
differ in Manner and Nature, the Witches uſing idte Similicudes, foo- 
liih Ceremonies, and ſenſleſs Words to Inchant the devikſh Spirits, to 
enter the Body in ſhape of a Fly ; yet ſametimes the Witches ſend their 
Imps, Which do ſo ;- and I quettion whether any Evil Spirit can enter 
any. man , Without -command from ſome man ; but with that not 
alwayes; for God gives not leave,. but that is ſecret; ſomerineg on a 
wore man they have no power, and yet. bewitch a better, or poſſeſs 
the Religious, - - | 

Theſe are more:peculiar-to Poſſeſſion, Flying, Leaping at an huge 
diſtince, Speaking, the. Tongue of the Sick being held ; and ſometime 
they nſe his Tongue ; allo ipeakang Blaſphemy, Raving; and Lying, 
and telling things done far off at the moment, and what will be by V a- 
ticination ; alſo the fick. Roaz like Bears, Bark- like Dogs, Mew like 
Cats, Grunt like Hogs, &v. They ſometime lie as if dead, fliff, their 
Head weeathed backward, Chin and Noſe drawn-together,or whole Face 
draven up like a Parſe, with foaming and frothing, and raging moſt,and

So. Remigins the Judge of Lotharingia obſerved, that. at the Bench,

Alſo we muſt make diſtinQion betwfxt thoſe that are poſſeſſed and be- 
witched, and thoſe that are killed by pril ſpirits ; 1 know not, bur 
moſt kind of- ſpirits that appear will harm us, if we refiſt them ; and it 
is to be doubted that God will give them permiſſion, if we affront them 
on bad grounds. 'A ſober learned Man, told me, His father lying at'an 
Inn, heard ſome body in the Chafnber, though ita Thief, and roſe to 
refilt the Spirit, as it proved, gave him a blow; ſmall , but of-force 
enough to cauſe Sickneſs,and his death. A ſober and learned, Efquire of

fain to hold her on the Horſe; but formerly they ſuffered her to ride

Though ſhe was for the moſt part moſt tortured and moleſted when 
any prayed by her, [yet ſhe was willing thereto., becauſe defirous to.

traordinary happineſs. 


All this while ſhe looked pretty well for colour , and kept her Fleſh;
